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Bracklinn Falls. This is a picturesque spot, where the 
waters of the Kellie descend over a series of natural steps 
for a distance of about 50 feet; the steps are formed by 
large square masses of sandstone. The name Bracklinn 
literally means “ the speckled pool.” The falls, rendered 
doubly beautiful by their charming surroundings, are a 
most popular excursion from Callander. 
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
